“GLOVES FROM SEA LIONS 


Sea lions may have their uses ofter all. 
They're a nuisance, and worse; in some of the 
fishing areos<off ish Columbia but skins 
from @- number of them that were coptured 
last summer hove now been tumed into lea- 
ther gloves of apparently quite good quality. 
Whether or not the manufacture of gloves 
‘and other leather goods from lion pelts would 
be commercially feasible remains to be de- 
finitely determined os the production so. for 
has been entirely experimental- ond such 
‘questions as the cost of production and the 
durability of the leather have not been gone 
into with care. Salmon fishermen particu- 
larly, however, would hai sati 
any development likely to rettect of 
lessening the number of sea lions preying on 
the salmon runs and crashing destructively 
through fishing gear. 
As itis now, the Dominion Department of 
Fisherfes seeks to control the size of the sea 
lion herds. to some extent. The contro! meas- 
ure is to conduct on annual hunt for the 
troublesome mammals at some of the points 
which the creatures frequent along the Bri-. 
* tish Columbia coast or, in other words, ot 
what are popularly known as the lions’ “haul- 
ing out places.” None of the animals from 
which skins were obtained for the leather- 
moking experiment were obtained through 
the departmental hunt, of course., The skins 
were taken from lions killed by the crew of

: “surprises” do not surprise the world, for it 
~ has grown .accustomed to the checkerboard 
{mop on which he bases his speeches, to the 
powerful army and air fleet he exalts, and to 
his constont iterations on National Socialist 
principles. The world measures his philosophy 
of goverment by. what he has said and done 
hitherto ond his boasted love of peace and 
,humanitarianism by recalling the persecu- 
‘tions the Jewish people were compelled to en 
dure, so that thousands have been forced to 
; flee-for refuge to foréign lands. 
It is not the words he now speaks but the 
sactions -he has sponsored and the things he 
has achieved that the world thinks of. 

In Germany thé words may still count. Out- 
side Germany they. frighten less than they did 
before.

OW more people will be: inclined to build 
their own homes than before. There has been 
‘such an agitation to the effect that present 
day municipal taxation amounts to confisca- 
tion that some folks have been alarmed and 
if they ever had any intention of building 
their own homes they hesitated or abandon- 
ed the idea altogether.

‘World’s Fairs are no longer unusual. 
fime was when Chicago's attendance at 
{Columbian Exposition was remembered 25 
fone of the great events in the lives of many. 
But Chicago had another fair several years 
‘ago. Now New York and San Francisco 
have worlds’ fairs,” Italy’ says she is going

. If the-world’s fair is to be held in Rome, 
he fair, if characterized by the intern: 
fionalism such a fair should create, then 
the world will have little to worry about 
for an international fair at Rome should be 
One of the world’s greatest events for.that 
¢ity can go itself back nearly twenty-seven 
Centuries or ninety generations to make 
‘one of the greatest exhibitions of all time. 
‘Three years is ephemeral in the life of a 
city like Bome, but it might be quite a long 
space in the history of Fascism at the rate 
things have been moving. If Italy ~ really 
Plans a world’s fair in Rome, it will prob- 
ably mean that for some years the outlook 
for peace is good.

Belleville remembers the visit paid here 
pver twenty years ago by His Royal High- 
ness The Duke of Connaught, when Gov- 
eror General of Canada, and many citi-

‘A‘memorandum to this effect, Beck announced was be~ 
ing delivered today to the German Foreign Office in Berlin 

‘The German Ambassador in Warsaw, Adolf Von 
Moltke, was not present to hear Beck's address 

Beck began his address at 11:15 A.M. (6:15 A.M. EDT)’ 
and for 20 minutes delivered ‘a calm, carefully-worded 
declaration of Polish poliey which left no doubt as to the 
attitude of his country toward Germany's claims. 

“We in Poland do not know the conception of peace at 
any price. There is only one thing in the life of men and 
nations and states which is without price—That is

Principles Enumerated 

Beck enumerated four principles which he insisted 
must be respected in negotiations with Germany :— 

1, Poland standa firmly by her rights and interests in 
overseas trade and Maritime policy in Danzig. 

2. Poland will not let herself be barred from the 
Baltic, 

3 Poland will not permit her sovereignty to be re- 
stricted in the Corridor—Which Beck insisted is rightfully 
called the “Provinve of Pomorze”—Although she has no 
desire to obstruct Germans in their communications with 
East Prussia. 

4. Although the population of Danzig is predomin- 
antly German, its livelihood and prosperity depend upon 
Poland.

In that month and more, all Canada will 
be rejoicing in welcome and homage to 
their noble rulers, Millions of ‘Canadians 
in many centres will gather to pay honor 
to the visiting heads of the Empire. Then 
for some days the United States will be en 
fete as the royal party crosses the Cana- 
dian-American border to become the 
guests of the great Republic and of Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt. 

There are the normal human aspects of 
the royal tour and there are the state 
angles to this memorable event. Who does 
not picture the Princesses in these last 
hours, excited and thrilled with the 
thought of the grand tour their parents 
‘will make, or the King and Queen on this 
the eve of their departure, with the innu- 
merable matters which come to their 
attention, and with their farewells, parti- 
cularly their separation froma their family, 
the Queen Mother, and their Royal High- 
nessed, the sister and brothers of the King, 
the Queen's separation from her own

‘We had only one sleepless night 
and one apoplectic morning fo make 
our ‘preparations, Not until 12 
o'clock did we get our special high-

customs. Not until 1 o'clock did we 
have a camera that would take the 
films. Not until 2 c'elock’ were 
we. sure that nothing had gone 
‘wrong, and at that we weren't sure. 
‘And not until we actually were 
talking to thelr Majesties of Canada 
/did we khow whether we were 


going to be taking pictures of the 
King and Queen tnside or out, tn 
daylight or in the throne rooms, 
formally of informally.

It was the second day of the state 
visit to London of President and 
Madame Lebrun of France, titular 
heads of the other great partner of 
‘that entente cordiale on which our 
freedom today is besed. It was 
Presidept Lebrun's great day. He 
‘had gone aff to the Guildhall to be 
the recipient of all those grady an- 
tique honors which only London 
can provide, and fn order as it were 
not to steal the show, King George 
and Queen Eilmabeth bad stayed 
home to have a quiet minute to 
themselves, And this quiet minute 
was just the time to give Canada 
her sittings And there we were, 
‘The King, alert as a thoroughbred, 
and the Queen, radiant and charm- 
ing. and the Princess Fitzabeth, of 
high destiny, and Princess Margaret 
of the impish eyes, came out trom 
the Bow room and’ walked down 
| the steps toward the cameras. There 
‘were not only Canada's cameras, 
for we didn’t have honors quite all 
fo ourselves that day. ‘There were 
movie cameras, making the first 
film ever taken of thelr British 
‘Majesties strolling in thelr gardens 
with thelr daughters and Dookie, 
thelr favorita dog. “Tt looks es 
though we were going to be photo- 
mxaphed,” observed the King drily, 
when be saw us all. 

‘There was the King, King of five 
hundred millions, or at least four 
hundred and ninety-seven millions, 
fest cltizen of the Brith Empire. 
The man, = compound of Norman, 
Plantagenet, Todor, Stuart and 
Guelph, who next month was to x0 
to Canada and probably bring the 
house down, and be the first of all 
of a long, glittering line of British 
kings to visit as king the greatest 
of bis great dominions beyond the 
seas. 


‘The King was tall, upright, mil 
ing, and if I may be was regal Tm 
not being fulsome. It may be that/ 
any British king by virtue of his! 


exalted and name, would 
seem regal t} three of his five bun~ 
dred million eubjects, but anyway. 


regal be was, apd he bowed to us 
‘with the courtesy that sits so band- 
somely on a king, and I remem- 
dered the time that King George 
the Fifth bowed to me and raised 
Ibis bat, Today his son wore « black 
jcoat or jacket as we say in Eng- 
land, and black shoes, and someone 
whispered to me that the King 
hhad his shoes polished in the old- 
fashioned way with a bone polisher, 
T think he sald every morning.

‘With blm were the Queen and the 
pincesses, the three roses of Scot- 
land and of York. 


‘The Queen is a lovely and radiant 
‘woman and we shall probably use 
‘the same adjectives again. During 
that hour abe spent most of her 
jenergies going out of ber way to 
be helpful and kind to the photo 
|eraphers who had the bigeest sit- 
tings of thelr lives and now had to 
work like swift machines, with site 
ters who, a5 one of ns sald, “can’t be 
pushed around lke ordinary people”. 
| She was dressed in 2 kind of mauve 
blue outtit, hat and all, though ex- 
[perts on these things would pro- 
bably call ft cyclamen bine. Her 
ress and light coat were of cycla- 
men blue and so was her becoming 
hat with a wide brim, very simple 
and very pretty, though, perhaps 
queens and their clothes shouldn't 
be deseribed as pretty. 

‘When the Queen approached me 
‘the first time and offered her hand

strangely enough, kings and queens 
never hear themselves called “your 
Majesty” they only bear “air” and 
ma'am"; but this time they heard

My eyes weren't always on the 
royal party, but sometimes dwelt 
anxiously on the photographers.

Clement George McCullagh, now one of 
the dominant public. figures in Canada, 
impressed fabulously rich Bill Wright by 
‘his courtesy when trying to'sell him some 
securities. Other salesmen had shown little 
Yespect for his privacy -and feelings, so, 
attracted first by a single courteous act, 
eventually the two formed a history- 


safety-deposit department of a Detroit 
bank. A certain elderly gentleman came to 
the vault only three times a year to be 
served by the girl, yet when he died he 
left her $5,000 in recognition of her “un- 
failing courtesy.” 

Mr. Hathaway points to the examples 
of John Wanamaker and Marshall Field, 
the great merchants..

Mr. Field, at 
the height of his success, would take time 
to tour his store,’ wait on customers, and 
hear their complaints. He profited greatly 
by applying courtesy to merchandising. 

‘hile commercialized manners are de- 
sirable, it is even more heartening to meet 
® person who is mannerly, not because he 
anticipates a profit from his acts, but just 
because he is mannerly. Outstanding in 
this way is the great Paderewski As one of 
the world’s greatest. musicians, he could 
indulge in any rudeness and have it charg- 
ed off to temperament “Bat,” the author 
points out, “his simple kindliness-manners, 
T call it—made him a national idol,” 

One corporation has a person who first 
interviews applicants for positions and 
reports on manners only. If one fails to 
pass the courtesy test, no amount of ability 
will earn him a place with the firm. 

“I believe’ we have established the 
point:” Mr. Hathaway concludes, “we 
need not be sanctimonious when we talk 
about manners, or approach the subject 
as a semireligious, nonprofit proposition;

‘The people of Canada sympathize with 
‘the people of the United States in the 
submarine tragedy which has claimed 
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many lives of members of the crew of the 
Squalus,.15 miles off Portsmouth, N.H. 
Fortunately many of the crew. were 
“reseued' through the modern invention of 
the diving bell and'deep diving apparatus. 

A tragedy of this kind shocks everyone, 
because of the helplessness of the victims, 
trapped so far beneath the surface of the 

‘water, as well as because of the unusual 
nature of the accident and by the fact 
that 80 many have lost their lives. 

Those who. have died in this ship have 
truly given their lives in the defence of 
their country as if they had died in war. 
“They were part of the’ defensive force, yet 
needed’ in’ the. world to protect justice, 
‘Mberty sind human Fights. ; 

Science which produced the submarine 
has also provided devices for rescue work. 
Tragedies of this kind draw attention to 
the need of inventions to rescue men from 
just. such plights. 

‘The fact that so many were saved and 
that there is assurance that science will 
find a way further to protect those who 
go down into the sea in submarines, is 
encouraging. 

Meanwhile the United States mourns 
with the relatives of those who have died 
in this disaster.
